The subpoena called for May's 


appearance before the grand jury 
Monday, but the sport-shirted pro- 
moter asked for a postponement 
until Wednesday because of a 
throat ailment and the press of 
tournament business. The request 
was granted.

May had told newsmen that If 


the grand jury indicted him he 
would "blow Cook County wide 
open." He alleged that Boyle's 
slot machine raids at Tam O'- 
Shanter came after May refused 
to seel the club to "unknown per- 
sons for $600,000. 


"I was threatened at the time 


and told that I would have plenty 
of trouble if I turned down the 
offer," May said. "I have a trans- 
cript of that conversation." 


He said somebody is "pushing 


Boyle. "I know who they are, but 
I'm not ready to tell yet." 


Capone Gang Involved ' 


May indicated the offer came 


from Capone hoodlums and poli- 
ticians. May claimed that Boyle 
had boasted that if he could in- 
dict May he "could be elected 
governor." 


Boyle denied this statement. He 


said his only interest in May 
arose from a desire to stamp out 
the slot machine racket. 


May was fined $1,000 for con- 


tempt for refusing to testify be- 
fore the grand jury previously, 
and has appealed the fine. 


May also was a witness before 


the Senate crime 
investigating 


committee in Washington but Sen. 
O'Conor (D-Md), the chairman, 
said May declined to answer ques- 
tions about alleged slot machine 
activities at his club.' 


May will be asked to sign an

SPRINGFIELD —(AP)— The 


state-federal 
agriculture 
depart- 


ments yesterday forecast a corn 
crop of 503,000,000 bushels and a 
soybean crop of 87,000,000 for Illi- 
nois. The corn production outlook 
s unchanged from the July fore- 
cast. Last year's crop was 420,- 
000,000 bushels. The expected crop 
would be the fourth largest on 
record. 


The soybean estimate is the first 


of the season It is 8,000,000 bush- 
els below last year's record high 
crop. 


More than 85 per cent of the 


corn has tassled and about half 
the soybeans have started to pod. 


The state's wheat crop outlook 


is for 34,000,000 bushels—a drop of 
2,500,000 from last month but 7,- 
000,000 above a year ago. The new 
estimate is for 195 bushels an 
acie compaicd with 21 bushels on 
July 1. 


The latest forecast is for an oats 


crop of 148,000,000 bushels, a de- 
cline of 8,000,000 bushels during 
the month. The forecast is for 43 
bushels an acre—down two from 
a month ago. 


The department predicted a rec- 


ord hay crop of 4,800,000 tons.

WASHINGTON—(AP)—Big government wheat and corn stores 


may make the difference this year between food shortages and plenty.

Some officials had wondered what they were e\er 


going to do with the one-time surpluses.

crop report yesterday indicated 
that floods in some places and 
drought in others had converted 
a potential problem to a benefit. 


Mint Stay High 


The most serious shortages— 


"without the stored grains—would 
have been felt in livestock and 
feed grains, especially corn. While 
a somewhat larger crc-p of corn 
than last year was forecast, the 
volume would not be large enough 
to maintain the current high level 
of production of meat, dairy and 
poultry products. 


But a reserve of about 750,000,- 


000 bushels of corn will make up 
the deficit in this year's crop, now 
forecast at 3,207,000,000 bushels. 
The government had set a goal 
of 3,375.000,000 bushels. 


Similarly with wheat. A reserve 


of about 275,000,000 bushels will 
give the nation .an ample supply 
of the bread grain despite the fact 
this year's crop is indicated to be 
the first one below a billion bush- 
els since 1943. 
The wheat crop 


was put at 998,000,000 bushels 
compared with 1,026,000,000 last 
year.'

URBANA—Pamper your pigs 


with plenty of shade and cool 
water, and they'll repay you in 
faster gains. So advises Dr. G. W. 
Pratt, a University of Illinois vet- 
erinarian. 


If you don't already have shade, 


it's easy to provide it. Support a 
wooden framework covered with 
woven wire on barrels, usually^ 
two-high, and cover it with straw9 
Maybe you can use your individual 
farrowing houses instead of the 
barrels as supports. Don't worry 
if rain drips through the straw; it 
will help to keep the dust down. 


Supply Water 


Keep a supply of fresh, cool 


water and feed in or near shade. 
Pigs like to eat a little, drink 
some water and then eat some 
more. If they have to walk verv 
far to water in the hot sui$ 
though, they'll probably choose the 
shade. 


Keeping pigs cool not only pro- 


motes faster gains, but lessens the 
chance that your hogs will die of 
overheating. 


Some Need Special Carp 


Light-skinned pigs need special 


care; they sunburn more easily 
than those with 
daiker skins. 


After they have eaten certain le- 
gumes and grasses, such as SI* 
Johnswort, Swedish and red clover, 
rape, and buckwheat, their skin 
may become very sen&itive to sun- 
light. When this happens, just a 
little sunlight may cause watery 
swellings in the skin. Unless pre- 
cautions are taken, large patches 
may die, baring raw areas where 
infection may start. 


The remedy is to change pastuie 


and keep affected pigs out of the 
sunshine for a few days. Sexer^l 
cases may need the care of a vet- 
erinarian.

The cost of a soil test is usu- 


ally less than 15 cents an ane, 
reports N. M Coleman, Missouri 
University extension agronomist. 
The service includes tests for or^ 
game matter, phosphate, potash,* 
magnesium, calcium and soil acid- 
ity. 


"By these tests," says Coleman, 


"and the information about recent 
crop and soil treatments on a 
particular field, the county agent 
can more accurately figure the 
amount of diffeient plant foods 
the soil will make available to 
certain crops. Once he knows this 
and the quantity of nutrients ad- 
ded in the form of green, or barn-T 
yard manure, he can determine 
what commercial fertilirers should 
be applied to attain the desired

than it was a year ago. 


More cash .is needed. You have 


Ao pay the mortgage off in shorter 
ljrtme. Interest rates are higher. 
And so monthly payments 
are 


larger. 


On top of this prices have gone 


up. 


The change has not been as 


drastic for older houses as for new 
construction, but it is noticeable. 


Three 
major factors in this 


change have been: 


1. The Federal Reserve Board's 


'Regulation X, tightening up on the 
amount of credit a bank can allow 
to home buyers. 


2. The Treasury Department's 


boost in interest rates on govern- 
ment bonds, which has been re- 
flected in other interest rates. 


3. 
Inflation—higher 
building 


costs and therefore higher values 
placed on all houses because of the 
reproduction factor.

% The result is that if you want to 
buy a new house today, and it is 
priced at $10,000, about the best 
you can do is to'pay 51,300 in cash 
and agree to pay $57.42 monthly on 
a 20-year $8,700 mortgage at five 
per cent. Those monthly mortgage 
payments do not include taxes, in- 
surance or other fixed charges. 


If you are in the market for a 


new house selling at $25,000, you 
need $12,500 in cash—50 per cent 
~^f the price—and $82.50' monthly 
to pay off interest and amortiza- 
tion on a 20-year mortgage at five 
per cent. 


Chances of getting a mortgage 


for a longer term than 20 years 
are gone. And if you are 50 years 
old. you'll probably have trouble 
getting a mortgage for as long as 
20 years—which further increases 
your monthly payments. 


In some localities interest rates 


V.ven exceed five per cent Around 
New York City, where mortgage 
Interest ranged between four and 
four and one-half per cent a year 
ago, five per cent is becoming the 
going rate, with some cases higher.

Usually you can buy an older 


house on somewhat easier terms. 
Regulation X, which requires as 
much as 50 per cent in cash where 
the price of a house is $24,500 or 
ftiore, does not apply to 
older 


homes. But lending institutions al- 
ways have been more conservative 
in making loans on older proper- 


ties. It all depends on the individu 
al case. 


Normally, mortgage loans o 


older homes range between 65 an 
75 per Cent of the appraised value 
The appraised value may averag 
about 90 per cent of the price 
But that is a rough average, de 
pending on what price is asked 
The appraised value is determine 
by reproduction cost, condition o 
the property, obsolescence, neigh 
borhood, and various other fac 
tors.

Al 
though sonic fabrics must be com- 
mercially dry cleaned, many re 
spond beautifully to home sham 
pooing. The technique is simple. 


Begin by removing all loose dusi 


either by vacuuming with uphol- 
stery attachments 
or 
brushing 


thoroughly with a whisk broom 
Then, to save time and steps later 
assemble all necessary supplies anc 
equipment—including

lather- 


type shampoo, a sponge or brush 
and two pails. • 


With a rotary beater, whip up 


a frothy suds in one pail, remem- 
bering that it's- the lather—not 
water—that does the cleaning. Fil 
the other pail with clear rinse 
water. 


Just to be sure the material'is 


color-fast and will not be harmed 
by water, it might be well to sham- 
poo a small area towards the back 
let it dry completely and inspect 
color and texture for 
possible 


damage. 


Dip sponge in suds and, with a 


circular motion, rub the lather wel 
into the fabric, covering a small 
area at a time. (For a rough-tex- 
tured material, it may be better to 
use a brush instead of a sponge.) 
To rinse, squeeze sponge thorough- 
ly in clear water and wipe ofl 
soiled lather. If necessary, repeat 
until 
soil-free. 
Clean 
sections 


should be overlapped to avoid 
rings. 


An electric fan may be used to 


speed 
drying. 
Otherwise,

culation of air. Fabric with a nap 
should be brushed up as it dries.

Fewer Roof Conflagrations Reflect 
Wide Use of Fire-Resistant Materials 


Flammable roofing has dropped to fourth place in the United States 
and Canada, as a cause of conflagrations. 


Flammable 
roofing was the 
largest single contributing* factor 
to conflagrations in the United 
States and Canada in the first 
quarter of this century, reports 
the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation, but dropped to fourth 
place in 1926-50. 


Terming this significant, the 


NFPA says the decline of flam- 
mable roofing as a source of con- 
flagrations in the last 25 years 
reflects the increasing use of fire- 
resistant roof coverings, such as 
asphalt shingles which now pro- 
tect most American homes. 


JForty-four conflagrations, de- 


stroying large numbers of build- 
ings and covering wide areas, 
which occurred during 1901-1923 
were attributed to flammable roof- 
ing, or 25 percent of the 173 major 
fires. 


Flammable roofing in the last 


25 years is listed as contributing 
to 21 conflagrations, or 10 percent 
of the total. Leading causes of 
such fires now are high wind, in- 
adequate water distribution sys- 
tems and lack of exposure protec- 
tion 
(unprotected openings in 
buildings).

should be firmly attached to wall 
or floor so they cannot be pulled 
over. Cupboaids should be 12 
inchos deep or more for maximum 
toy storage. Throe feet is a pood 
height. The cupboard tops pro- 


vide space for display of prized 
possessions. All shelves and other 
facilites a pre-school child uses 
should be kept within a 36 inch 
height so he need not climb up 
to reach any object. Hanger rods 
in clothes closets can be raised 
gradually as he grows. 


KOOIII Grows With Child 


When fitting out a nursery, se- 


lect furnishings that will have 
permanent usefulness, such as un- 
painted chests of drawers which 
can be finished in a pastel color. 
When the child passes babyhood, 
the enamel or paint can be re- 
moved and the pieces rcfinished 
with wood stain, such as maple, 
or with enamel in colors more 
suitable for an older child. 


If more than one child occupies 


the room, double-deck bunk beds 
save space which can be devoted to 
the play area. Show cut-out pic- 
tures of momentary interest on 
door panels; affix the cut-outs 
with rubber cement or scotch tape 
for easy removal when interest 
wanes. 


Since all children are posses- 


sive by nature, treat the child's 
room as his very own property. 
Do not use it for general house- 
hold storage. Consult the child 
when 
planning colors for 
his 


room. Individuality can be achiev- 
ed by inserting the child's name 
right into the asphalt tile floor 
as part of the design. 


Even when a room 'is used as 


a nursery, the modern trend is 
to avoid over-doing traditional 
pink and blue. Instead, use yel- 
low, dusty green, rose, warm gray 
or other interesting colors accent- 
ed with strong contrasting ones. 


A boy's room should have an 


air of masculine ruggcdness, with 
a theme suggested by the young- 
ster's own special interests, such 
as aviation, nautical, military, 
sports.

Don't Draft Ike for Presidency, Advice 


of Elder Statesman Barucli 


Bernard M. Baruch, elder statesman without portfolio 


but with a world of wisdom under his white hair, gave Amer- 
ica something new and profound to think about for 1952 
when he stepped off the boat from Europe the other day. 


In essence, it was: "Don't draft Ike." 
This doesn't mean that the wise old man who is famed 


both as a park bench philosopher and an adviser to presi- 
dents has anything against General Eienhower' qualifica- 
tion for the job in the White Houe. 


What Baruch believes is that the job Eisenhower is dp- 


ing now in Europe is too important to give up—a job, said 
Baruch, that "is probably the most important a single indi- 
vidual has had in our lifetime." Because of that, he thinks 
it would be a "great disservice" to Eisenhower to put him 
into politics. 


No one can quarrel with Baruch's definition of the role 


Eisenhower is playing as military leader of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization, a role which may well determine 
whether we have peace in our time, a role on which hinges 
the security of the whole Free World. 


The "Draft Ike" sponsors had better consider Baruch's 


words carefully. And leaders of both parties better think 
things over, too, before they seize upon Ike as the man either 
to keep themselves in power or to get back into power. 


But the consideratoin should be two-sided, neither a tub- 


thumping rush to draft a hero on whose coattails they can 
ride to victory, nor a quick brush-off of his presidential pos- 
sibilities because of the job he has now. For Baruch had 
some other words to say about Eisenhower. 


"He is a man entirely without self-interest," Baruch said 


of the general. "His sole desire is to bring the Western na- 
tions together and also satisfy the American people." 


If those are good qualifications for a man who is leading 


the Free World toward security, they also sound like good 
qualifications for a man to lead the United States . And if, 
under the pressure of politics, Eisenhower could still fulfill 
his sole desire, it might be a "great disservice" not to draft 
him.

That Garbage Disposal Problem 


Many people have objected to the recent action of the 


city council in purchasing a site south of the city limits for 
a garbage disposal project. 


The city authorities claim that the landfill system they 


will use, covering the garbage with dirt as it is dumped, will 
do away with all odors and other objectionable angles of the 
problem. They explain the high cost of the property is due 
to improvements on the site and also say that it is necessary 
to get a location near the city because a long haul places too 
much cost on the garbage removal project and would make 
the expense prohibitive. 


Garbage disposal has been a headache for city admin- 


istrations for years. It must, of course, be hauled away but 
no one wants it dumped near their homes. Who would ? Who 
can blame the people who live in the vicinity of the new dump 
for objecting to the location. Residents of an area north of 
the city got an injunction to prevent dumping there. The 
west end has had the same sort of trouble. 


It all gets back to the recommendations made in these 


columns before, when the citizens were asked to vote on the 
installation of an incinerator for the disposal of garbage. We 
still think the incinerator is the most modern and best 
method. But the people have twice voted it down and the 
council is not likely to bring the subject before the voters 
again for a while unless there is sufficient public demand to 
encourage the idea.

Watch for Clue Before Melding 


In our last article we diacussed 


two of the various ways you might 
play the very same cards. Today 
we continue the discussion. 


Your side has melded Joker-A- 


A-A-A, Joker-K-K-K and Q-Q-Q. 
You hold K-K. Q-3-2 (the three 
being black, of course), and you 
draw an ace from the stock. What 
should you do? 


The answer.may depend on the 


number of cards in your partner's 
hand, or on the way the melding 
has'gone. If he has very few cards, 
you tend to meld out. If he has a 
large number of cards, you tend 
to play on. Somewhere between 
these extremes you ask for per- 
mission to meld out. 


For example, assume that you 


made the initial meld with Joker- 
A-A and Joker-K-K. Your partner, 
at his next turn, added two aces, 
a king, and three queens. He then 
discarded, and was left with only 
five cards. This type of meld asks 
you to meld out as quickly as you 
can. 


If your partner were interested 


in fighting for the pack he would 
meld nothing. If he were'interested 
in making one canasta but then 
staying in the game, he would meld 
;he two aces but nothing else. In 
this situation, therefore, you meld 
out at once. 
. To take the other extreme, sup- 
)ose that you have made the ini- 
.ial meld-as in the last case but 
that your partner then picked up 
a large discard pile. He proceeded 
;o meld the queens (which gave 
him the pile) and to add two aces 
and a king to your melds. He then 
discards, and is left with more 
han twenty cards. You don't 


dream or melding out in this situ 
ation. 


It can't be denied that you will 


have some trouble finding safe dis- 
cards. Your black three is safe for 
the first play. At your next turn, 
you may have to discard the deuce. 
Your partner cannot be kept out 
for very long since he has room in 
his hand for practically all the 
pairs in the deck. 


The odds are tremendous that 


he can pick up the pile before you 
have to give it away; and there is 
a chance that.you will get the pile 
yourself sooner or later, in which 
case you and your partner will 
have a field day. 


It is especially important to play 


on if the opponents need 120 points 
going to have trouble finding an 
and have not yet melded. They are 
initial meld since they are nearly 
aceless and jokerless. 


Take the same initial meld for 


your side and suppose that your 
partner picks up a very small pile. 
He melds the queens, adds two 
aces and a king, and then is left 
with only seven or eight cards.

You therefore 
ask for permission to meld out, 
and his answer gives you the clue.

Protest Plant 
Dispersal Plea 
By President 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— Mem- 


bers of Congress from established 
industrial areas bitterly protested 
today against President Truman's 
new plant dispersal policy. 


Truman's aim is to spread out 


the nation's industrial plants to 
make them less vulnerable to any 
enemy atomic attacks. But oppo- 
nents argue the dispersal will hob- 
ble rather than help defense pre- 
paredness by draining vitality from 
existing industrial regions and 
forcing costly population y shifts. 


The administration has powerful 


means to enforce the dispersal 
policy—award 
of defense con- 


tracts, granting of defense loans, 
allocation of critical materials and 
other measuresv 


As announced by Truman yes- 


terday, the policy is to disperse 
new industry and expanding indus- 
try but not to interfere with es- 
tablished operating units. No part 
of the country is to be built up at 
the expense of any other section, 
the president said. 


The most vehement objections 


were registered by New England- 
ers, whose representatives in Con- 
gress disregarded party lines and 
joined forces to defeat a similar 
dispersal provision in the economic 
controls legislation enacted last 
month. 


Rep. 
Martin (R-Mass), house 


minority leader, scoffed at reports 
that dispersal of plants within a 
marketing area of 10 or 20 miles 
was what the administration has 
in mind. He said it is clear that the 
Intent is "scattering industry to 
isolated areas." 


Rep. Rains (D-Ala), who spon- 


sored the unsuccessful attempt to 
write dispersal into the controls 
law, foresaw new prosperity for 
the South and Midwest as .a result 
of the policy. He predicted defense

WASHINGTON—(NBA) — Contest shaping-up be- 


tween backers of General Eisenhower and Senator Taft 
for the Republican presidential nomination has started a 
new line of political speculation in Washington. These 
two men are so opposed on foreign policy ideas that it 
would be practically impossible to get them to agree on 
a platform. 


If anything like a close contest or a deadlock de- 


velops, GOP bosses are almost sure to start looking for 
an acceptable compromise candidate. With Governor 
Dewey ruling himself out and Governor Stassen having 
failed to show any strength In 1948, the likeliest possi- 
bility would be some candidate against whom nobody had 
anything. In this process of elimination, the name of 
Governor Warren of California is attracting considerable 
attention.

Representative Scott will go to Ger- 
many, stop in Paris on the way back. He will visit his 
Princeton classmate, Ambassador David K. E. Bruce. And 
of course, he says, he hopes to pay at least a courtesy call 
on General Elsenhower.

Oven Canning Dangerous 


Bach year when home canning 


leason gets under way, one ques- 
tion which comes to the U. S. 
department of agriculture is this: 
"Is It safe to process foods in 
the oven?" 
"^ The answer is: No, Oven can- 
ning is dangerous, even though 
aome home-makers have done It 
without accident and have con- 
sidered It an easy method. Others 
have been less fortunate. 


The oven of a range is not de- 


- signed tor canning. 
Jars may 


seal during oven processing and 
build up enough steam to explode, 
wrecking the stove and causing 
serious cuts and burns to those 
•§i the kitchen. 


Attempting to can meat or a 


low-acid vegetable in an 
oven 


brings an added risk. These foods 
must be processed at sufficiently 
high temperatures and kept there 
long enough to be sure of killing 
bacteria that 
cause 
dangerous 


spoilage. Oven temperature may 
go to 240 degrees F. or higher, 
yet food inside a Jar stays at

Avoid Corn Spoilage 


Corn spoils easily, so take care 


in canning it. The spoilage Is of 
the flat-sour type. 


Of course corn 
must be pro- 


cessed in a pressure cooker, to 
be safe! The way which corn is 
handled between picking and pro- 
cessing is important too. 
Because 


it should be processed immediate- 
ly, get only a small amount at a 
time. 


Select ears at the right stage 


for eating—with the kernels fully 
formed and the milk thin and 
sweet. Spread ears out instead of 
leaving them in a basket, as they 
get warm and warmth encourages 
spoilage. 


Follow this process in canning: 


Husk the corn. Use a stiff brush 
to remove silk. Trim off unde- 
veloped and wormy sections. 


Cut corn from cob to get most 


of the kernel but none of the 
husk. 
Do not scrape the cob. 


Measure corn into a kettle, add 
enough boiling water to halfway 
cover the corn. Heat to boiling 
point. 


Pack corn into pint or quart 


jars. Add % teaspoon salt and V2 
to 1 teaspoon sugar If desired for 
each pint Process.at 10 pounds' 
pressure, pint jars 55 minutes, 
quart jars 85 minutes.

RIBBING. MINN. — (AP) — 


"Bus Andy" didn't drive the first 
bus in the United States. 


But. he did pioneer in establish- 


ing the modern bus industry in 
America back in 1914. 


Today, "Bus Andy"—Andrew G. 


Anderson—still owns his old line 
and can take his turn in the driv- 
er's scat whenever he is needed. 


"It is nothing now—compared 


to the old days," said Andy. He 
lov«e to recall those days when he 
and his first motor car struggled 
over dirt roads together on the 
first lap of his rise to wealth. 


Borrowed to Start 


Andy borrowed money 'from his 


mother to come here from Sweden 
on a cattle boat in 1900. He labor- 
ed in the iron mines to earn 
enough to pay back his mother. 
Gradually he worked up to a job 
of machinist. Then, in 1911, he and 
a blasting powder s a l e s m a n , 
Charles Wenberg, raised $1,250 
and bought a seven-passenger, 
open-air Hupmobile. 


"We got the agency for the car," 


he said. "But I guess I was a poor 
salesman, and my partner was, too. 
We didn't sell any cars. Everybody 
wanted to take a ride—it was a 
real thrill then to go 20 miles an 
hour—but nobody wanted to buy." 


One night his partner's uncle 


suggested to the glum pair, "Why 
don't you run your automobile like 
a street car?" 


It Made Fortune 


That ten-word sentence made 


Anderson's fortune. 


"It hit me like a stroke of light- 


ning," he said. "I started out the 
very next morning." 


He charged 15 cents for a two- 


and-one-half mile ride between the 
towns of Hibbing and Alice. The 
first day he cleared $7.40 above 
fuel costs. Soon his seven-passen- 
ger car was carrying as many as 
21 customers a trip. 


Wenberg sold out, but Andy took 


In other partners and expanded his 


line, driving himself from six in 
the morning until 11 at night. 


Turned Execiithe 


A member of Andy's partners 


and drivers went on to executive 
posts in the mushrooming Grey 
hound Bus company. He sold out 
most of his own extensive lines to 
the Northland Greyhound system 
in 1928. But he still operates about 
100 public or school buses here and 
in three other Minnesota and Wis 
consin cities. 


"If a driver can't show up for 


some reason," said Andy, "I can 
still take the bus out myself. I do, 
too, sometimes." 


But Andy now is about the best- 


paid bus driver in the country.

Plans to Improve Base Near 
Truman Home Stalled in House

WASHINGTON, (AP) — A 


squabble over a proposed air force 
installation in President Truman's 
home county in Missouri has tertO 
porarily delayed house action on 
a record $5,768,000,000 military 
construction bill. 


The house may reach a vote 


next Tuesday on the measure 
which aims chiefly at keeping the 
United States safe from any Rus- 
sian atomic attacks. 


But first, the House must take 


a roll-call vote on a $19,019,000 
project to expand the Grandvie"', 
Mo., airport in Jackson county, 
near the Truman family home in 
Independence. 


Would Transfer Command 


The project is part of the mili- 


tary construction bill and was ap- 
proved by the air force and the 
House armed services commit- 
tee. It would permit the transfer 
of the continental air command 
from Mitchel Field, Long Island, 
to Grandview—an air force pro- 
posal aimed at strengthening the 
air reserve and air national guard 
programs. 


Rep. Gross (R-Ia) moved yes- 


terday to strike out the proposed 
expansion at Grandview on the 
grounds it needlessly duplicated 
facilities at a nearby air force 
base at Scdalia, Mo., which is due 
for a $22,000,000 expansion. 


Gross' state is one of four in 


which no military construction in 
the bill is scheduled. The others 
are Connecticut, West Virginia and 
North Dakota. 


Defeat Amendment 


After 
bitter 
wrangling, 
the 


Gross amendment was defeated 
56 to 16. 


Gross then moved to send the 


bill back to the House aimed ser- 
vices committee with instruction 
from the House that it eliminate 
the Grandview item. He insisted 
on a roll call vote. 


But the house was under "a 


gentleman's agreement" not to 
have roll call votes on Friday or 
Monday. This is frequently done 
to permit members to take ex- 
tended weekends. 


Thus the House had to put over 


until Tuesday the roll cnHTon 
Gross' amendment. In view of yes- 
terday's vote, the amendment ap- 
pears certain of final rejection. 


Afterward, quick passage is ex- 


pected for the bill which authori- 
zes the largest single military 
construction program ever pro 


sentcd to Congress in peace or 
war. 


Gross said he was attacking 


the Grandview project not be- 
cause Iowa had been left out of 
the construction bill but because 
he could not understand why the 
nearby air force base at Scdalia 
couldn't be used. 


Iowa Not 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 


House armed services committee, 
said that if there were no pro- 
jects scheduled for Iowa or other 
areas it was because, in the opin- 
ion of the country's military lead- 
ers, they wore not needed. 


The air force plans to make 


Grandview the home base of an 
interceptor wing for the protection 
of nearby Kansas City. Indications 
are that Grandview also is intend- 
ed to serve as an important key 
in the nation's radar screen being 
set up to warn of approaching 
enemy planes. 


In urging prompt House ap- 


proval the $5,768.000,000 construc- 
tion bill. Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) 
of the House armed services com- 
mittee 
yesterday 
warned 
that 


"Russia has the atom bomb and 
the capability to drop it within 
the continental United States." 


"Against that threat," he told 


the House, "It is mandatory that 
we provide for the air defense of 
this nation." 


The bulk of the money in the 


bill—$3.480,000,000—would go to 
the air force to strengthen its in- 
stallations in this country and 
overseas. The army would get 
$1,368.000.000 and the navy $768,- 
006,000. The balance would go for 
joint armed services welfare and 
recreational projects. 


House passage would send th<» 


bill to the Senate for action. The 
final, completed version wuld then 
go to the president for his signa- 
ture.

Dr. J. C. Roberts, coroner of 


Pomte Coupee parish (county) said 
he would conduct a hearing soon to 
establish a verdict on "where the 
fault lies." 


He said the crash was caused by 


a "garbled, forgotten and ignored 
message" received by the crew of 
a marine troop train that plowed 
into the oncoming Kansas City 
Southern streamliner, the South- 
ern Belle. The crash occurred 
about 7 a.m. 
(CST) 
yesterday 


some 60 miles northwest of Baton 
Rouge, La. 


Ignored Order 


R. R. Sutler, superintendent ol 


transportation of the Kansas City 
Southern

trains, said the troop train's crew 
ignored an order to side track 
their train for the streamliner. 


"Just why the crew of the troop 


train failed to switch it to the side 
track is something we may never 
know since most of those who 
might be able to give sonic reason 
are already dead," Sutler said. 


Marine corps headquarters in 


Washington, D. C., listed Cpl. 
Chester Louis Lipa, 21, Detroit, 
Mich., as dead in the crash but 
Sutler said workmen who made a 
thorough search of the wreckage 
could find no trace of his body. 


50 Hospitalized 


More than 50 persons, 26 of them 


marines, were hospitalized at Mor- 
ganza, New Roads, Baton Rouge, 
Marksvillc and Camp Polk, La., 
and one marine was flown to 
Brooke army hospital at Fort Sam 
Houston, Tex. 


Two hundred track crewmen 


worked through the night to clear 
the tracks for traffic which had 
been rerouted 
over Texas and 


Pacific rails between Baton Rouge 
and Alexandria, La. 


Huge searchlighls illuminated 


the scene as wreckers lifted the 
ripped, charred engines and steel 
cars from the right of way after 
they had been cooled with water 
hauled to the scene in a tank car. 


Welders

wreckage with acetylene torches 
in search of other possible dead or 
injured. 


Crush on Bend 


The crash occurred on a double 


bend in the flat cotton and timber 
country northwest of Baton Rouge, 
a bend so sharp that neither train 
crew could have seen the other 
train until almost the moment of 
the collision. Dr. Roberts said one 
engineer leaped from his cab but 
was killed when his careening en- 
gine toppled over on him. 


"If it had not been for the 


marines, I don't know what the 
(civilian) passengers would have 
done." said Ray J. Marran, execu 
live secretary of the Kansas City, 
Mo., fire department. He and his 
wife were passengers aboard the 
Southern Belle. 


He said, "There was no panic. 


Everyone was unusually calm. In 
no lime, it seemed, marine rescue 
squads were working."
